reached shore and be lying foodless 
and helpless and others are engaged 
In the melancholy duty of recovering 
bodies. 
Of the tot a1 company of I .Vt but 33 
have* been definitely 
accounted for, 
and three men believed to be* other 
survivors were seem on shore by the* 
whaling vessel Orion near the wreck 
huddled about a lire. 
Six 
survivors 
have been taken em the Salvor; ain *, 
most of them so badly < ut, bruised 
and exhaust- d that they cannot stand, 
much less walk, are still camped at 
the Darling (reek telegraph hut, and 
eighteen others were picked up by the 
City of Topeka. 
With the- three seen 
from the Orion a mile and a half from 
the wreck, added, the* survivors total 
thirty-six, leaving a death list of lls 
persons. 
Not 
a woman or 
child is 
among the saved.

ity of 
Darling river. 
The 
steamer 
Salvor, which left Bamfield creek after 
sending part of her crew* over the land 
trails to seek survivors, and the whal­

Orion (a vessel 
better 
equipped than any 
in this neighbor­ 
hood to throw lines to a wreck, being 
equipped with 
a harpoon 
gun), the 
steamer Queen, which stopped Fit the 
scene en route to San Francisco, the 
tug T/orne, sent, from Victoria with a 
party of bluejackets and a lifeboat on 
board, were all there, and as far as 
could be learned .from correspondents 
at various points, none had succeeded 
in finding other survivors. 


Effort to Land Supplies Failed. 


The steamer Salvor made an effort 
to get one of her boats through tho 
surf near Darling creek to land sup­ 
plies for the men at Darling telegraph 
but, but the surf ran too high and the 
boat was forced to return. 
The Sal­ 
vor soon afterward located two men 
and a boy, 
At 10:45 a. rn. a fire evi­ 
dently built as a signal was seen on 
the beach between Beezardess point 
and Klanewak, where the wreck lies. 
After transferring the survivors taken 
from bamfield to the steamer City of 
Topeka the Salvor went to notify the 
tug T om e of the finding of the party 
on shore 
and asked 
if tile 
British 
bluejackets on board the borne wdth 
a lifeboat would attempt a landing. 
Captain Butler replied they would try, 
but the undertaking was most danger­ 
ous and 
unsafe. 
The British 
blue­ 


jackets, however, volunteered to make 
the .attempt and made a daring effort. 
They were unsuccessful, however, and 
the 
sailors were 
obliged to 
return, 
atter getting within three boat lengths 
rd tin* shore. 
Some doubt was beld 
on the tug if the party on shore were 
survivors 
of the* wreck, for atter the 
boat started ashore several other men 
were seen, and they seemed to make 
no attempt to get on' to i i i ; * boa!, 
j ai 
ing to make a landing, the sailors tried 
to send food ashore in barrels, but in 
this they were also unsuccessful, 
it 
is not expected that the surf will h 1 
navigable for some 
days. 
With tfif 
failure of the Salvor to land supplier: 
the steam whaler 
Orion soon after­ 
ward returned to Bamfield to notify 
those there that ai<1 m ust be sent by 
land. 
The nine men were on the side 
of Darling river nearest 
the wreck, 
and Richmond, MeWha and Mousely, 
telegraph operators who went taking 
supplies, ropes and 
telegraph instru­ 
ments with them to the scene of the 
wreck, were unable to cross the sw ol­ 
len creek. 
Darling creek is now three 
tim es its normal depth 
and a swift 
current runs toward a fall near the 
mouth. 
But one of the survivors had 
managed to cross. 
F. F. Bunker, as­ 
sistant school superintendent of Seat­ 
tle, a passenger who escaped from the 
wreck, after seeking his wife and two 
daughters drown alongside the steam­ 
er by the? swamping of the boat, swain 
across the swift creek. 
From Bunker 
b was learned 
that 
the nine men had escaped.

in boats Nos. 2 and 5, and were but a

JOE WHEELER DEAD

seph Wheeler, tin* famous Confederate 
cavalry Rader and a brigadier general 
of the United States army since the 
war with Spain, died at 5:30 o’clock 
p. rn. at the home of his sister, Mrs. 
Stirling Smith, iii Brooklyn. 
The vet­ 
eran of two wars was sixty-nine years 
of age, bm in spite of his age thei 
was hope until Wednesday of his re­ 
covery from the atta k of pneumonia, 
which caused his death. 
Ii has not 
yet been decided where the body will 
be interred, but probably it will be iii 
Arlington 
National 
cemetery 
near 
Washington. 
Announcement 
of 
the 
plans for the 
funeral will 
soon be 
made. 
General Wheeler was taken ill last 
week at his sister’s home, where lie 
had been living recently. He contract­ 
ed a severe cold which developed into 
pleurisy 
and pneumonia. 
From 
the 
first his age told against him, but the 
family 
did not give 
up hope 
until 
Wednesday night, 
when the disease 
was found 
have affected both lungs. 
General Wheeler’s immediate relatives 
were 
all with him. 
His 
daughters, 
Mrs. W. 
J. Harris 
and the 
M isses 
Anne, Lucille and Carrie Wheeler, nad 
been summoned—from the South and 
arrived early in the week. 
His son, 
Major Joseph W heeler, Jr., U. S. A., 
now stationed at W est Point, was also 
present, as well as General W heeler’s 
sister, Mrs. Sterling Smith, and aer 
son. 
The family were 
summoned to the 
bedside 
of the patient 
at midnight 
Wednesday night, when the doctors in 
consultation concluded that the end 
was but a matter of hours. 
The gen­ 
eral was then 
awake and conscious 
and his mind was apparently ai five. 
He seemed to know that death was ap­ 
proaching 
and though 
too weak 
to 
speak, he succeeded in giving signs 
of recognition and encouragement to 
his children. 
Later the general sank into a peace­ 
ful slumber and at the request of the 
doctors the family quietly withdrew 
from the sick m an’s bedside. 
General W heeler 
was never again 
more than semi-conscious. He lingered 
until evening and passed away quietly. 


Cleveland, Jan. 26.—At the conclu­ 
sion of the afternoon session here of

"Mr. Turrell has sworn here that he 
was induced by Standard Oil officials 
to sign the nam e of F. A. Turrell to 
the documents, whein in reality his 
name is Louis ll. Turrell. 
His te sti­ 
mony further show s that his signature 
was never sworn to, and the notary 
who took his affidavit can, under the 
laws of New York, be prosecuted for 
forgery in the first degree. 
It will be 
up to Mr. Jerome to say whether the 
persons who induced Turrell to sign 
his name falsely can be included in the 
prosecution.” 
At tho afternoon session the cr o ss­ 
examination of Mr. Turrell was begun 
by Attorney Hagerman for the Stand­ 
ard Oil company. 
In October. 1904, Turrell said, he 
was notified that his services were no 
longer needed, but for what reason he 
never knew.
